The Citizens Rights Movement 
appears set to’place an Israeli Arab 
in the fifth or sixth slot on the party 
Knesset list, the first time the party 
has awarded a realistic slot to an 
Israeli Arab. 

Two Israeli Arabs from the Trian- 
gle, Dr. Ahmed Tibi of Taibe and 
Zeidan Zeidan of Kafr Yama. ap- 
pear to be leading candidates for the 
slot in the central committee elec- 
tions to take place June 26. 

Tibi, a doctor at Beit Hanina 
Women's Hospital, has received the 

of several CRM Knesset 
Members. But Zeidan, a long-time 
party activist, has the support of 
many of the Israeli Arabs in the 


rank and file of the party. 

Zeidan currently is a candidate 
for the fifth slot on the list, while 
Tibi is a candidate for the sixth spot. 
But if Zeidan is not selected for the 
fifth spot, where new CRM MK 
Mordechai Virshubsky is also a can- 
didate, then Zeidan could face Tibi 
directly for the number six place. 
CRM Knesset members -Shulamit 
Aloni, Yossi Sarid. Ran Cohen and 
Dedi Zucker are expected to win re- 
election to the first four slots. 

There are nine Arabs competing 
among 40 CRM candidates for 10 
slots. Israeli Arabs have been candi- 
dates in the past on the. CRM list, 
but only in the more distant seventh 
spot. 

“The CRM will do well in the 


coming elections in the Arab sector 
among the young and the intelligen- 
sia," Tibi said. The party can be 
expected to draw Arab votes from 
the Triangle, if an Arab candidate is 
selected from that region. 

The other Arab candidate from 
the Triangle who has surfaced so far 
in the Knesset races is Histadrut 
Central Committee member Nawat 
Bosal of Kafr Kari. on Labour's 

ist. 

Mapam also reportedly consid- 
ered running an Arab candidate 
from the Triangle.

Herzog blames Israel’s 
battered image on media 
attitudes towards Jews

Incidents in which Palestinian 
children threw stones at Israeli sol- 
diers were turned into the central 
news and military stories through- 
out the world, getting more cover- 
age than any of the 25 wars that are 
currently being waged around the 
World, President Herzog said in Je- 
“yusalem yesterday. - 

The president was the keynote 
speaker at a conference at the He- 
brew University on “Covering Israel 
on World Television.” . 

Herzog suggested that the dispro- 
portionate amount of attention giv- 
en to Israel by the-media was con- 
nected with “the irrational attitude 
of the Western world towards Jews, 
Judaism and, in our case, the Jewish 
State.” He said he believed this was 
‘the determining factor in shaping 
the image of Israel in the world. 

“It is that deep-rooted irrational- 
ity, thaf historic inability to relate 
normally to Jews and Israel, that 
prevents -objective ‘appraisal of 
events "and achievements in ine 
State of Israel.” " 


Open anti-Semitism, he said, was 
no Jonger a feature of public life in 
the civilized world, but he wondered 
if there were not some residue in 
Christian civilization that saw.Jews 
at the cause of ail problems. 

Herzog declared that an examina-

1987 .-- April 
4, 1988, the three major U.S. televi- 
sion networks - ABC, CBS and 
NBC - carried 375 stories on the 
Israeli-Palestinian conflict on their 
evening news broadcasts. During 
the same period, there had been 242 
articles on the same subject in the 
New York Times, and although Isra- 
el claimed that reports on activities 
in the territories were distorted. the 
most quoted sources were Israeli. 
These sources were mentioned in 47 
per cent of the stories broadcast and 
published, and in 22 per cent of the 
Cases they were government 
officials. 


Despite this, however, more than 
half the stories showed Israel in a 
negative light and made it out to be 
the villain.

Predictable weather

Forecasters in the National 
Weather Service eagerly resumed 
giving out weather reports to the 
media and public yesterday after 
leaders of their organization, the 
Union of Engineering. Technical 
and Academic Workers, declared 
an end to two weeks of work 
sanctions. 

The sanctions, part of a larger 
effort to secure a new work apree- 
ment with the Finance Ministry for 
the union's 130,000 members, were 
carried out with mixed feelings by 
the 100 employees of the Weather 
Service. Many of them thought the 
timing was poor in light of the pre- 
dictable summer weather. 

“The sanctions certainly weren't 
at our initiative," said meteorologist 
Robert Olinsky. "We were follow- 
ing the decision of the union as a 
whole. If we had- been the ones to 
initiate this, it would have been 
done differently and timed more 
effectively.~ 

Union leader (deputy secretary- 
general of the Union of Graduate 
Engineers and Architects) Eli Co- 
hen-Kagan conceded that the timing 
was bad from the point of view of 
the weathermen, but said that “you 
can’t exempt the forecasters from 
the rules for the rest of our workers. 
They're part of a larger structure.“ 

Cohen-Kagan said that the union 
members, including the forecasters, 
will begin a strike on July 3 unless 
discussions with the Finance Minis- 
try produce a work agreement.

ince Israel was founded 40 years ago, attempts to form 
parties based on ethnic loyalty have been notably unsuccess- 
fal. In the early years of the state, “‘pseudo-independent” 
ethnic lists ran as satellites to the major parties, according to 
‘Prof. Hanna Herzog, a political sociologist at Tel Aviv 
University. But these lists, such as the Sephardi List and the 
‘Yemenite Association, have since been absorbed by the 
patties that sponsored them.

Herzog maintains that the dominant political groups were 
able to neutralize-upstart ethnic groups through a carrot-and- 
stick policy. On one hand, the major parties sought to 
“stignratize™ the groups as tist and a betrayal of the 
melting pot ideal of Israe!’s ideology of ingathering of exiles. 

“Most of the ethnic organizations were pushed to the 
margin of society,” she said. At the same time, the parties 
sought to co-opt Sephardi leaders, as well as women and 
Arabs, by giving them positions on party Knesset lists. 

Greater democratization within the major parties has 
made it less likely that a party will pander to an ethnic bloc by 
giving members prominent spots on its Knesset list. In 1981, 
for example, Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino’s Iraqi roots were 
credited with securing her the second spot on the Labour list. 


IN ANY CASE, the Likud has made its appeal to Sephardim 
based on Jewish nationalism rather than outright ethnic 
factors. Indeed, Herzog said that Herut activists seek to 
downplay the party's ethnic attraction, saying that the issue 
was largely the creation of sociologists and journalists. “Most 
of the prominent leaders of the Likud don't ‘want to be 
identified completely as Sephardim,” Herzog said, “yet they 


want to use it.” 

As the dominant group, Eastern European Ashkenazim 
laid claim to be the “real Israelis” just as Anglo-Saxons claim 
to be the “real Americans” in the U.S., she said. Since the 
1950s, however, when Sephardim arrived in Jarge numbers 
from North Africa, the Eastern European Ashkenazi posi- 
tion has eroded and now the “real Israelis” find themselves 
slipping into an unfamiliar minority position. 

Aclear sign of the Sephardi emergence, Herzog said, is the 
growing popularity of musica mizrahit, 2 cultural affirmation 
of the group's ascendancy. Sephardi music, virtually ignored 
by Israeli radio programmers a few years ago, is now even 
being exported to England, where an Ofra Haza song has hit 
the charts. . 

Will the ethnic issue be raised in this election? Herzog 
‘thinks not, unless a party becomes “desperate.” 

If the Likud has benefited from the emergence of a 
Sephardi voting bloc, both major parties are busy wooing 
Tecent Russian immigrants whose numbers — ing on 
the Kremlin's emigration policy — could rise. “During the 
past eight to 10 years, for the last two elections, there is only 
one group that’s really important and whose opinion can be 
changed,” said Uzi Narkiss, head of the Labour Party's olim 
department.

There were 
400,000 from Morocco and North Africa, but there's no more 
aliya from these countries.” 

But Labour’s courtship of the Russian immigrants has been 
far from smooth. ‘These are a very peculiar group of peo- 
ple,” Narkiss said. “They had to fight to get out. Many of 
them are very obstinate. Many are extremists because they 
had to be radicals in their fight." That radicalism frequently 
takes the form of hard-line anti-Communism. “Jews from 
Russia don't like the colour red," Narkiss said. ‘They hate 
the red flag." 

Though Labour officials are quick to distance their brand 
of socialism from the Kremlin’s, many Russian immigrants 
don’t care to. differentiate. Shmuel Ben Zvi, the publicity 
department director of the Public Council for Soviet Jewry, 
recounted a speech Peres gave about five years ago before a 
crowd of 3,000 Russian immigrants.

Deep-rooted distrust, fed by the 
ongoing violence in the adminis- 
tered territories and fuelled by. dis- 
turbances and the flames of arson- 
ist’s torches inside the Green Line, 
has flared into open suspicion. In 
such an atmosphere, it is hardly sur- 
prising that relations between Jews 
and Israeli Arabs have taken a de- 
cided tur for the worse. 

Educationalists and voluntary

The full extent of the damage to 
Jewish-Arab relations is likely to be- 
come apparent only when the chil- 
dren of today grow up.

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IF ISRAELIS were to wake up tomorrow morning and find 
that there was a 22-q.-kilometre lake, six metes deep, 
nestling in the heart of the Galilee, teeming with varied and 
exotic wildlife and rare plants, they would gasp with delight. 
But bow could this natural treasure be best utilized? 

There would be scraps and squabbles between the Nature 
Reserves Authority, which would want it for a wildlife ref- 
uge; the Parks and Gardens Authority, which would want it 
for ἃ recreational area; and the Ministry of Tourism, which 
would envision hotels and other facilities that would bring 
thousands of nature-loving tourists to the area. Undoubtedly, 
the water commissioner would also want it for an additional 
and much-needed water reservoir. Everyone would naturally 
want a slice of the pie. 

The one thing that is doubtful is that anyone would suggest 
that we get rid of it as quickly as possible. And anyone 
Proposing such an idea would be shouted down and vetoed 
both locally and internationally in a world that has come to 
Tecognize the value of natural wetlands. 

In reality, however, such a lake, surrounded by rich and 
beautifal marshlands, did exist until 1951. It was Lake Hula, 
which was drained over a six-year period in one of the most 
ambitions development projects ever undertaken by a new 
and developing state. The draining, or what was termed the 
reclamation, of the Hula valley has become a cornerstone of 
Zionist achievement and ἃ permanent, prominent compo- 
nent of the Israeli mystique. 

In speaking of the problems that this “reclamation” pave 
Tise to, the late and founding director of the Israel Nature 
Reserves Authority Aluf (Res.) Avraham Yotfe told his staff 
environmentalists, “Don’t talk about it. Some cows are so 
holy they can't be slanghtered, some that cannot be milked 
and a few are so sacred you don't even talk about them. Not 
unless you want to be crucified, or, at the minimum, tarred 
and feathered.” 

It is difficult for anyone whose world view was shaped in 
the environmentally conscious late 1960s or the 705 to under- 
stand the pragmatic empiricism of an earlier age. At the time

Tn view of these anticipated gains, few contemplated the 
possible drawbacks of the plan, and those who did found little 
sympathy. It was only after extensive lobbying and pleading 
people; including Professor Heinrich 
Mendelsohn (later to become head of the Tel Aviv Universi- 
Department and winner of the Israel Prize) and 
the activists of the then-infant Society for the Protection of 


. Nature in Israel managed to get a tiny scrap of land set aside 


as a nature reserve, Israel’s first. That little reserve is a jewel 


᾿ im its own right, but a mere vestige of what once was. 
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In the early °50s, less than one-fourth of Israel's population 
had ever seen Lake Hula, as had even fewer of the generous 
and well-intentioned donors abroad who provided the funds 
for the national development project. No one spoke in terms 
of eradicating or drying up a lake, only of draining a swamp, 
and everyone thought that was a good idea. The concept of 
wetlands as.an important, even essential, link in an ecological

chain did not exist. Swamps were regarded as dismal, mias- 
mal, eerie and probably pestilentiat borrors. Everyone 
thought we would be better off without them. 


BUT THE REALITY was that once the Hula was drained, 
many of the expected benefits failed to emerge. Only about 
half of the reclaimed dunams proved to be viable agricultural 
Jand, and the peat was found to be unsuitable for fertilizer 
and unmarketable as fuel. As for malaria, it had already been 
successfully controlled before the lake was drained. In fact, 
this was one place where malaria, and its carrier, the anophe- 
les mosquito, were under control, even before the wide- 
spread use of DDT. These facts emerged, but no one wanted 
to hear about them. By now the subject was thoroughly 
mythicized and enshrined as a jewel in the archives of the 
national endeavour. 

But it wasn’t only the failure to achieve the hoped-for gains 
that soon became obvious. By the 1960s it was clear that the 
peat beds, unsuitable for agricultural use because of their 
high nitrate content, when exposed to the elements become 
“sour,” posing a potential danger to the Kinneret. The 
former Hula had served as a giant sump for the Kinneret and 
the decayed vegetable matter of which peat is composed 
settled there, letting clean water flow into the lower and 
Jarger lake. After the draining, annual rains sent this organic 
material gushing down to the Kinneret. 

In addition, these dried peat beds became a natural breed- 
ing ground for field mice and voles. These creatures, among 
the fastest-reproducing mammals on earth, have a gestation 
period of only 18-21 days and usually are already carrying a 
litter while still nursing their last. Thus the area teems with 
rodents that do untold damage even to those parts of the 
reclaimed land that are arable. 

The war against these pests has been unending. waged with 
some of the most deadly pesticides in the world, but with only 
minimal gains. As a result. incalculable damage has been 
done to the wild birds of prey that flock to the area during 
their annual migration to feed on the abundant rodents. And, 
in the end, just as all rivers run into the sea, so everything 
that is deposited in the Hula bed runs, eventually, into the 
Kinneret and ultimately finds its way into our food and water 


supply. 

AND NO ONE, except possibly the pesticide manufacturers, 

is profiting. The kibbutzim and moshavim that were allocated 
. .part of the reclaimed land are, except for cultivation of some

of the peripheral areas, losing money. A highly nitrated peat 
bed is a good place to grow vegetative plants but requires a 
costly outlay for phosphates to produce an even marginal 
crop of seed plants such as cotton. Even vegetative crops are 
not always suitable for fodder because of a too-high nitrate 
content. With the added cost of pesticides, most of the settle- 
ments say they lose money from their efforts, mainly due to 
pesticides and excess nitrates. 

As for the loss of intangibles, if natural wealth can be 
classed as intangible, it has been great. Gone is the once-rich 
wildlife of the area, and almost gone are the papyrus reeds 
that graced the Hula, the northernmost latitude in the world 
where such plants exist. The annual death toll of migrating 
birds has become phenomenal and many of thuse birds that 
once migrated here or wintered in the rich, warm valley have 
forsaken it. 

Engineers, working at great cost, have surveyed Israel for 
the best sites for reservoirs where water will not seep into the 
ground and where expensive sealants will not be needed. So 
far the peat-lined basin of the former Jake is by far the best 
candidate they've found. 


WHEN YOSSI LEV-ARI, a biologist who heads the Ussish- 
kin Natura! History Museum in the Upper Galilee, recently 
suggested that, at least, the 25,000 dunams of peat beds in the 
heart of the reclamation area be reflooded and turned into a 
controlled, natural wetland, many people reacted with shock. 
Finally someone had said the unsayable, suggested the 
unthinkable. 

For some it represented the total negation and denigration 
of the achievements of an entire generation. It smacks of the 
Kiplingesque notion of “letting in the jungle,” the total 
eradication of man's finest works. In fact, Lev-Ari said 
exactly what every environmentalist and a lot of other people 
have known to be true for at least a decade and a half, 
probably more. The refiooding of this part of the Hula would 
solve a lot of problems. 

A properly managed wetland in this area would be a 
natural tourist attraction, as it wouldn't take long for wildlife 
and vegetation to re-establish themselves. It would free the 
environment of hundreds of tons of dangerous pesticides and 
poisons. It would also be ἃ boon for the settlements that are 
stuck with this unprofitable Jand. from which they could earn 
a great deal more managing a wetland tourist attraction than 
by growing a profitless crop of cotton or alfalfa. 

There could be, in such an area, a place for a wildlife 
refuge, a tourist facility, a recreational area and a water 
catchment as well. In addition to the income from both 
domestic (tsraelis prefer waterside recreation) and foreign 
tourists, including nature-oriented groups, such an area 
would help take pressure off the Kinneret, which staggers 
under the weight of its own popularity. 

Nor would such a project have to be a great burden on the 
national budget. There are z number of international organi- 
zations that are able and willing to fund the establishment 
and protection of wetlands. Wetland areas are not, one must 
add, what is commonly thought of as bogs or swamps. 
Properly handled they do not pose insect problems and are 
the basis of a balanced dry-land ecology. 

Throughout the world, because of man's intervention, 
these wet areas are drying up, and there is serious interna- 
tional interest in their preservation. Every age has its own 
challenges, and just as Israeli pioneers dramed this area 
decades ago, perbaps the time has come for modern-day 
pioneers to step forth and reclaim the reclaimed. 

In the end, whether we decide to undertake this move or 
not, the fact is that the area under question is sinking rapidly, 
by several centimetres a year. In another 20 years the area 
will again be below drainage level and the place will once 
again be a swamp, but unless planned and utilized for its true 
worth, a swamp bringing few benefits to society. 

We have before us a choice: to build something valuable, 
using this resource and assisting a natural process, or to wait 
for the inevitable, wherein nature will have the last word.

This observation forms the theo- 
retical base of what is now called the 
“Lippmann Gap,” an issue of such 
great concern to American policy 
makers that the prestigious U.S. 
quarterly Foreign Affairs devoted its 


“annual summary for 1987/88 to a 


discussion of it. 

The facts are clear. On the one 
hand, huge deficits have made the 
U.S. the biggest debtor nation in the 


. world; on the other, American mili- 


* tary bases spraw! all over the globe 


from Iceland to Korea. To make 
:, things worse, many countries under 
- U.S. protection seem to be only too 


anxious to forgo the benefits of the 


’ American defence umbrella. Spain 
᾿ has sent the Americans packing and

same. The Russians are pressing the

In Germany, both 
the Socialists and Christian Demo- 
crats — under the influence of the 


‘ “Gorbachev euphoria” — are enter- 


taining the idea of a Soviet-German 
understanding and thus reducing 
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German reliance on the U.S. In 
Asia, students in South Korea and 
Communist rebels in the Philippines 
are clamouring for the removal of 

The news is that Gorbachev feels 
the same way about Soviet power 
and Soviet commitment. 


A FORTNIGHT before Reagan ar- 
Tived for the recent summit in Mos- 
cow, the influential Literaturmaya 
Gazeta, noted for its affinity for 
Gorbachev's views on perestroika, 
published an article by a history pro- 
fessor who outlined the Soviet ver- 
sion of the Lippmann Gap. Based 
on the Russian experience in Af- 
ghanistan, the article hints broadly 
that the Soviet Union may weil have 
overextended itself in the Third 
Wortd. 

One does not have to read much 
between the lines of Gorbachev's 
pronouncements on foreign affairs 
to come to the conclusion that he 
does not have very much time for 
Third World countries -- and in for- 
eign policy, unlike his situation in 
domestic affairs, Gorbachev is able 
to translate his words into deeds. 

Not only is Russia withdrawing 
from Afghanistan, but Cuba is being 
made to negotiate with South Africa 
about ending the war in Angola. 
The Vietnamese have withdrawn 
50,000 troops from Cambodia and 
the Soviets have of late been making 

" ing remarks about the inef- 
ficiency of the Ethiopian regime, 
which is involved in a protracted and 
unsuccessful war against Eritrean 
rebels. 

. Soviet-sponsored military inter- 
vention in the Third World — in 


Vietnam. Angola and Ethiopia -- 
carries a high price. Vietnam is sup- 
ported by Soviet taxpayers to the 
tune of $3 billion a year. The pres- 
ence of 40,000 Cuban troops in An- 
gola costs the Kremlin, according to 
ἃ recent report in the New York 
Times, a cool billion dollars a year. 
There is no way to estimate the cost 
of Soviet support for the Marxist 
regime in Addis Ababa, but consid- 
ering that Ethiopia is one of the 
poorest nations in the world, the 
Soviet Union has not only to shoul- 
der the war budget of Col. Mengistu 
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Haile Mariam, but must, at least in 
part, sustain the civilian population, 
lest Marxism in Ethiopia simply die 
of hunger. 

Can the Soviet Union narrow its 
own Lippmann Gap by exiting An- 
gola, Ethiopia and Vietnam? Not so 
easily. Moscow may be prepared to 
save billions by forgoing the advan- 
tages the Red fleet enjoys by plying 
the waters of the South Atlantic. 
But there is also the ticklish ques- 
tion of how to handle the Cubans. 

Though little love is lost between 
Fidel Castro and Mikhail Gorba- 
chev, Moscow cannot be seen as 
abandoning the Cubans, Russia’s 
most faithful ally. without the risk of 
repercussions at home, where the 
Cubans have a strong constituency 
among Politburo member Yegor Li- 
gachev’s ideologically conservative 
allies. 1f added to the Angolan di- 
Jemma the complications arising 
from its South African connection 
are also considered, it would appear 


that the process of disengagement 
will be very protracted. 


LIKEWISE, the Soviet presence in 
Ethiopia and Vietnam cannot be 
given up easily. Nor would Mr. Gor- 
bachev at his most dovish ever want 
to do so. Ethiopia affords the Soviet 
navy servicing facilities in the Red 
Sea and control of the entrance to 
the Suez Canal. Much as the Russians 
would want to get the Vietnamese 
out of Cambodia, they cannot risk 
incurring Hanoi's displeasure. 

Vietnam hosts Russia's most im- 
portant asset in the Pacific — the 
former American base of Cam Ranh 
Bay — which shortens the distance 
from Vladivostok by 5,000 kilo- 
metres. Viadi is the Russian impera- 
tive of the verb “to rule”; vastok 
means “‘the East.” There is no indi- 
cation that the Soviets have any in- 
tention of forgoing that. 

The Americans and the Russians 
have each had different perceptions 
of the Lippmann Gap. The Ameri- 
cans have gradually become aware 
of its existence since the Vietnam 
War. The Russians have been living 
with the Gap ever since the Revolu- 
tion. Though Gorbachev realizes 
that the Soviet Union can no longer 
afford it. he can at best reduce Rus- 
sia’s financial burden only slightly. 

According to the annual review of 
the London Institute of Strategic 
Studies, there has been no let-up in 
Russia‘s military procurements, 
both conventional and nuclear, ex- 
cept in the framework of the recent- 
ly signed INF treaty. In America, on 
the other hand, partly as a result of 
the Graham-Rudman Act that stip- 
ulates compulsory closure of the

one has to enter a most important 
factor. If Gorbachev stays in the 
saddle, the West need not fear fu- 
ture dramatic Soviet military excur- 
sions like Afghanistan or Cuban air- 
lifts to Ethiopia and Angola. Russia 
may be expected to consolidate ex- 
isting gains and expand its influence 
and hegemony, but it will try to do 
so cheaply by means of diplomacy — 
and sometimes good diplomacy 
means knowing when to wait. 

Russia has waited patiently while 
recent acts of the Israeli-Arab dra- 
ma have been played out, watching 
American Secretary of State George 
Shultz exhaust himself by going it 
alone. The Reagan-Gorbachev 
agreement at the summit meeting on 
joint American-Soviet initiatives in 
the Middle East crowned the victory 
of Sovict diplomacy. Elsewhere in 
the region, Gorbachev is doing just 
fine. The Egyptian foreign minister 
has visited Moscow and signed a 
treaty that practically cancels old 
debts to the Soviet Union, and Sau- 
di Arabia is establishing diplomatic 
relations with the Kremlin. 

Soviet foreign policy can, to date, 
be divided into five periods: first, 
the epoch of Lenin's revolutionary 
internationalism, then Stalin's cata- 
tonic isolationism, followed by 
Khrushchev's dramatic thrust into 
manifest commitment. The Brezh- 
nev period might be described as 
pragmatic adventurism, while Gor- 
bachev's aim is to further expand 
Soviet influence without spending 
much money and without firing a 
shot.

THIS WEEK'S Knesset vote in sup- 
port of the first reading of the bill for 
electoral reform constituted the 
test achievement of the backers 
of electoral change since it became a 
public issue 33 years ago. But the 
chances of the bill's being reported 
out of committee and passing its sec- 
ond and third reading hurdles in the 
remaining month or so of the pre- 
sent Knesset, are virtually nil. 

The unexpected victory on the 
first reading can be explained pri- 
marily as a tactical one. stemming 
largely from a determination by the 
Likud to punish the religious parties 
for their support of Labour on the 
issue of separating the forthcoming 
municipal elections from the Knes- 
set vote. 

The religious parties having been 
duly chastised, it can be expected 
that the Likud will now seek to re- 
establish its bona fides with the reli- 
gious bloc by getting its chairman of 
the Knesset Law Committee to bor- 
tle up the bill long enough to ensure 
its demise. 

Whether it will be revived at its 
present legislative stage in the next 
Knesset will depend on who wins 
the elections.

THE ISSUE of electoral reform has 
been on the public agenda for the 
past 33 years, since Mapai's prime 
minister David Ben-Gurion de- 
spaired of his party's ever winning a 
majority at the polls, under the sys- 
tem of proportional representation. 
to free it of its total dependence on 
small coalition partners for forming 
a government. 

For the better part of that period, 
successive polls have shown that a 
majority of the public supports the 
basic idea of changing the system by 
which the Knesset is elected. But 
the support was never very intense. 

There were even occasions when 
parties, which together could mus- 
ter slim Knesset majorities, were of- 
ficially on record as being in support 
of electoral reform. But this never 
ted to the actual adoption of such 
reform. 

Tt was a classic Catch-22 situation. 
A change in the electoral system 
could only be adopted by a majority 
vote of the Knesset, whose members 
had made it personally in Israeli 
politics as beneficiaries of the very 
system they were being asked to 
vote against. Such suicidal altruism 
not a halimark of any political 
system, and certainly not of Israeli 
politics. 

How, then, can one go out on 
such a limb and predict that the time 
for electoral reform is nigh? 


ONE REASON is that the number 
of Mis who are being elected on the 
basis of their proven or presumed 
personal popularity is on the in- 
crease in both major parties. 
There are grounds for believing 
that when that number reaches a 
critical size -- especially in the Likud 
- many MKs will find it in their 
personal interest to back a change in 
the rules of the game. 
Constituency elections work in fa- 
vour of such a new breed of Israeli 
politicians, who are intent on fur- 
thering their careers by courting 
their personal sliver of the elector- 
ate rather than the oligarchs of their 
respective party machines. 
Another situation in which elec- 
toral reform would stand a very 
good chance would be when the ex- 
isting system was performing so bad- 
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a time to do everything in a danger- 
ously hurried fashion. This is where 
the academic community and the 
politically concerned public have 
crucial roles to play. es 

Now is the time for thrashing out 
the pros and cons of various alterna- 
tive systems. so that when the politi- 
cal moment is ripe, the basic spade- 
work will have been done, and the 
implications of the various altemna- 
tives will be clear. : 

The present proposals tor elector- 
al reform are fur from constituting 
satisfactory alternatives. One must 
always be aware — especially in light 
of the impact of the recent French 
flip-flop on their electoral system -- 
that some reforms can be worse.than 
what they seek to supplant. 

The Ya‘acobi proposal for partial 
proportional representation. and 
partial constituency elections is the 
Tesult of a historic compromise that 
resulted from despair about getting 
a far-reaching reform proposal 
through the system. :

And you have to help 
us. 

“I have to re-examine the values I 
teach my pupils.

You have to strengthen us in 
ensuring professional standards and 
to see to it that government policies 
change. so that we can maintain 
them. 

“This place belongs to both you 
and us. Thank you, thank you for 
meeting and expressing your fears, 
your doubts, your concern about 
what is happening to my people, 
too.”

THE EDA Haredit of Jerusalem a 
claims to be the sole legitimate heir 
to the orthodox Judaism of the past. 
but in fact, it tends to be revolution- 
ary and innovative in many of its 
practices, according to Prof. Yosef 
Dan of the Hebrew University. 

In a lecture which complemented 
that of Dan, Prof. Menahem Fried- 
man of Bar-Ilan University indicat- 
ed that while religious zealots 
gained support from the ultra-Or- 
thodox community, theirextremism 
also made for dissention within the 
community. Both were speaking at a 
conference on Religious Zealotry, 
sponsored by the Jerusalem Interna- 
tional Spinoza Institute this week. 

Dan noted that the Eda Haredit, 
with its own rabbinical court known 
as the Badatz, is relatively small. 
But, he added, its influence is grow- 
ing and it has an effect on much 
wider circles, including those who 
do not see eye to eye with it. Thus. 
an ultra-Orthodox Jew might vote 
for one of the religious parties (in 
contrast to the Eda Haredit, which 
considers it wrong to vote in the 
“Zionist” elections), but may de- 
pend on Badatz kashrut supervison. 

As an example of an innovation, 
Dan noted that it is customary today 
for virtually every young man to 
study in a yeshiva until his late 20s. 
True. he said, study was always an 
important value, but the yeshivot 
were never for all. They were re- 
served for those who were preparing 
to fill rabbinical roles or were con-

Another change has taken place 
in the realm of dress, he said.

ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS, when Abuhatzeira 
left for European vacations, police conducted thor- 
ough searches of his baggage. Tipped at one point 
that he would attempt smuggling heroin from 
France, police examined every stich of his expen- 
sive packed clothing, finding nothing. 

But prior to takeoff on a subsequent jaunt to 
Switzerland, a check of his belongings revealed 
1,500 black-market French francs, confiscated on 
the spot. OM 

At the same time, Baruch's personal life set local 
tongues wagging furiously, as be Javished increas- 
ing attention on a secular NRP secretary he had 
pledged to “bring to religion.” Following a duo 
tour of sainted rabbis’ graves in the north, Baruch 
and the secretary, (party boss Yitzhak Rafael’s aide 
Mira Lev), fell in love, and the increasingly stylish 
Abuhatzeira bought the two of them an apartment 
and a new Citroen for her. Every year thereafter, 
neighbours noted, the Citroen would be traded-in 
for a new model. 

Meanwhile, police investigators amassed evi- 
dence against Abuhatzeira. At the conclusion of 
the investigation, he was arrested on suspicion of 
having accepted a bribe from a contractor, forging 
and passing false documents, fraud, and other 
charges, including a suspicion of having received a 
share of money from the sale of public lands.

Through the intervention of then Justice Minis- 
ter Moshe Nissim and then President Yitzhak Na- 
von, Abubatzeira was released after four years and 
five months.

AT THE TIME, the health of the nonagenarian 
Baba Sali had begun to fail, Though Baruch now 
insists that his father told him that he was the 
preferred heir, the right of inheritance belonged to 


- the family's eldest son, Meir, and there the matter

Baruch, meanwhile, returned to his wife and 
seven children, occasioning Mira Lev to take him 
to court over expenses she claimed he had incurred 
but for which she had been responsibile during his 
incarceration and later return to his family. 
Then, less than a year before the Baba Sali 
passed away at 94, Baruch’s brother Meir fell ill.

mammoth, funeral procession swelled the popula- 
tion of Netivot by some fifteen times, Baruch ap- 
peared in the robes of his maddik father, and 
disciples nearly trampled each other in an effort to 
press their lips against his hand. 

But vot all the faithful were willing to negotiate 
the leap of faith from the Baba Sali to his successor. 
As the Baba Baruch summoned both charm and, 
reportedly, muscle to mobilize local officials and 
overseas donors in support of the sprawling Netivot 
complex of tombs, yeshivot and other institutions 
to be called Kiryat HaBaba Sali, a segment of 
Baruch's constituency began to have doubts as to 
his fitness for the role of a modest spiritual leader. 


OTHER QUESTIONS were raised by a Baba Ba- 
ruch-inspired city council proposal to rename Neti- 
vot after the Baba Sali (the measure won strong 
council approval, but was rejected by Interior Min- 
istry officials in Jerusalem). 

Still more troubling were reports of a brawl at 
Baruch’s impressive residence (Hadashor headline: 
“Baba Brucelee"”) during which Baruch allegedly 
administered a protracted fists-and-shoe-leather 
see J Ἂ περ Having τὰν λοις The victim's 
reported offence? img re supplicants to 
Rabbi Yashar Edri, Baruch’s brother-in-law. 

At first, the most obvious signs of flagging loyal- 
ty among the faithful were fisticuffs between fol- 
lowers of the Baba Baruch and less well-built 
champions of the succession of his nephew, Baba 
Lazar, the religious rumbles taking place at the 
sideshow-like annual Ailula (festival) marking the 
Baba Sali’s death. 

But a more profound, if less spectacular, conse- 
quence of what one beadiine-writer called the Bat- 
tle of the Babas has been a diversification and 
multiplication of rabbinic healers in the Negev. 

Though Moroccans have tended to retain their 
fealty to the Baba Baruch, his publicity-shy Beer- 
sheba-based nephew Lazar has also garnered a 
Jarge share of the Baba Sali’s considerable Ashke- 
nazi and Haredi following. 

Meanwhile, Tunisians and some other North 
Africans have turned to the Beersheba grave of 


the patriarch’s.

Tunisian-bom Rabbi Haim Huri for redemption, 
while a secretive Libyan rabbi in the Negev capital 
dispenses organic, remote-control love potions and 
impotence cures to discreet patrons (for antidotes 
to the Libyan’s preparations, a Turkish sage refers 
sufferers to an Arab spice merchant in the local 
open-air market). 

Also in Beersheba, the operators of a religious 
articles store will refer customers in need to the 
house of their father, who will examine the integri- 
ty of the letters on home mezuzah parchments for 
clues to mysteries of disease and infertility. 


YET ANOTHER consequence of the Baba Ba- 
ruch's impact has been a notable inflation in plans 
for new religious institutions in Netivot. 

A recent lottery raising funds for the Magen 
Yisrael kollel for the newly-religious sold nearly 
1,000 tickets at $500 each (purchasers coule choose 
an instalment option, of $50 monthly for a year). 
First prize in the jonety was a brand new BMW 
with ἃ Pele-Phone “and many otber accessories.” 
Second eT a one oe for bo 10,000. 
: Through it all, howeves, the legend of the saint-: 
ed: Baba Sall:remains, if an 
ars, word of the holy man’s 
power has even reached Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, 
and small delegations have Quietly sli into 
Netivot to pray at the tomb. ‘“ +" said excava- 
tion contractor Rafi Alon in a recent Yediot Ahar- 
onot investigation of the Baba phenomenon in 
Israeli life, “if a child was startled or scared during 
the night, we would say Eliyahu Hanavi (Elijeh the 
Prophet) - a Moroccan custom. Today we say 
“Baba Sali.” If a child falls down stairs, we yell 
“Baba Sali.” He's like an angel. When there’s an 
argument between people, we say ‘Baba Sali bein- 
einw’ (Baba Sali is between us, or among us), like 
we used to say ‘a blessing and success.” Today, if I 
want to succeed in my work, I take the contract or 
the auction bid to the kever (the Baba Sali's tomb) 
and ask for a blessing.” 

Because of the Baba Sali, Alon says, he stopped 
paying for membership in the Kupat Holim health 
fund. In the third month of his wife's pregnancy, he 
recalls. she contracted German measies.“'The doc- 
tors could offer no hope, and talked about a de- 
formed baby.” Following the Baba Sali’s blessing, 
he continues, perfectiy normal twins were born, 
though the placenta had been infected by the dis- 
ease. Doctors called the case a miracle, but Netivat 
residents were not surprised. Alon, for his part, 
gave up his membership in Kupat Holim and be- 
came religious. 

“Who in Netivot needs to be a member of Kupat 
Hotim?” he asks. “If there's a Baba Sali you don't 
need doctors. Something happens, you run to the 
kever. When my daughter once had a bad fall, we 
went straight to Baba Baruch.” 


TO MANY SUPPORTERS of the Baba Baruch, 
the rabbi’s scrapes with the law have more to do’ 
with discrimination against Sephardim than with 
misbehaviour on the holy man’s part. 

“People don’t understand,” says Beersheba bar- 
ber Lucien Cohen, “how much the family of the

TO PEOPLE not closely involved 
with image projection, it might ap- 
pear that public-relations agencies 
are currently exerting their maxi- 
mum efforts solely on behalf of their 
clients with political aspirations.

The Syrian pound’s bizarre surge 


DAMASCUS (AP) - The once- 
tumbling Syrian pound has staged a 
sudden comeback that has propelled 
it to nearly double last month's val- 
ue in U.S. dollars on the free 
market. 

The stunning tumnabout in a tradi- 
tionally weak currency has baffled 
foreign observers and fed Damas- 
cus‘ raging rumour mill with reports 
of foreign interventions in the cur- 
ΤΌΠΟΥ market. 

At the currency’s nadir last 
month, 57 pounds equalled one 
U.S. dollar on the free market in 
Jordan, Lebanon and the gulf. The 
pound surged to trade at 27 to the 
dollar last week before softening to 
34 to 1 on Tuesday. 

Economy Minister Mohammed 
Imadj pointed to several factors as 
contributing to the stronger 
currency: 

Φ New regulations allowing Syri- 
ans to use foreign currency eared 
abroad to finance imports: 


© Tighter restrictions on imports, 
forcing businesses to finance im- 
ports out of exports. Businesses 
seeking import licenses also have to 
prove they have paid back-taxes; 

© Cutbacks that held 1986 and 
1987 government spending at 1985 
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ture policies that will give Syria a 
rare overall surplus in farm produce. 
Tmadi said the agriculture and irriga- 
tion ministries received the largest 
percentage increases in this year's 
budget; 

© News of new oil discoveries that 
should make Syria a net oil exporter 
sometime next year; 

® Tight monetary policies that 
have reduced the amount of money 
in circulation. 

As a result, Imadi said Syria's of- 
ficial current accounts balance 
showed a surplus for the first quar- 
tec of this year following a 9.6 bil- 
lion-pound deficit in 1987. He did 
not reveal the size of the surplus. 

Diplomats said the capital is rife 
with rumours that Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait bought huge quantities of 
pounds either to help their fellow 
Arab state or to wield an economic 
weapon over it. 

But none said there was any proof 
and Imadj said, “Don't you believe 
such things.” 

The sudden rise has shocked 
many merchants in Damascus’ an- 
cient and free-wheeling souk, Many 
purchased goods with weak pounds 
and now find them hard to sell at 
effectively higher prices.

Byzantine bookkeeping vats 
financial minefield to Turkey’s EEC drive 


ISTANBUL (Reuter) - Financial 
skeletons in the closets of Turkey's 
banking and business community 
are likely to be exposed by new au- 
diting rules demanding that the in- 
stitutions reveal long-kept secrets. 

The Central Bank, banks and 
businesses hope the records of bad 
loans, undisclosed losses and profits 
tucked away for decades in their 
vauits will be exhumed with care. 

But, as Turkey pursues its 1987 
application to join the European 
Community and modernize its fi- 
nancial system, its accounting stan- 
dards are coming increasingly under 
fire. τ 

“By international standards, 
many Turkish banks are bankrupt. 
If pushed to the limit, the whole 
financial system could collapse,” a 
senior auditor said. -

CONVERSELY, a system of fully 
financing medical services from the 
budget and paying salaries to physi- 
cians has no fewer drawbacks. 
There is no incentive to give the best 
possible treatment, or to process pa- 
tients quickly, no reward for effi- 
ciency or for working harder. 
‘What is left, then, is a system of 
health insurance, or health funds. 
Both Ofer and Ginsburg stressed 
that ideally the insuring party should 
also be the body that supplies the 
medical services, not only the one 
that pays for them. Otherwise nei- 
ther the supplier nor the patient 
would have an incentive to contain 
costs, or avoid inefficiencies.

Israel’s economic future 
puzzles the experts

Economic developments in recent 
months have confused decision- 
makers at the government and the 
Bank of Israel. Senior officials at the 
central bank said yesterday teams of 
economists are now busy trying 10 
evaluate the meaning of economic 
statistics which have recently been 

“Things are very unclear. We do 
not know what way the economy is 
really going, and we are tying to 
find out for sure”, the officials said. 
They added that the future mea- 
sures of the bank, including the fu- 
ture direction of interest rates, hinge 
on the conclusions they will reach. 

The officials said they still be- 
lieved inflation was not going up, as 
many economic observers had 
claimed this week after May's infla- 
tion rafe was announced. “We are 
still at an annual pace of 18 per cent 
as we were in 1987. What happened 
is that due to seasonal factors there 
was a drop in inflation towards the 
end of last’ year, but that was an 
optical illusion”, they added.

Both things cannot hap- 
pen at the same time,” they added. 

According to these officials, em- 
ployment in the business sector ex- 
panded during the first months of 
the year, a clear sign that the expan- 
sion was continuing. On the other 
hand, in the last two months there 
has been a drop in exports, which 
seems to indicate there has been a 
major slowdown in economic activi- 
ty. “The signals are simply very con- 
fusing”, the officials said. 

According to these officials un- 
certainty and confusion are likely to 
prevail at Jeast until after the end of 
the election campaign.

Cotton growers’ 
pleas for help 


get no sympathy

At a time when the country’s cot- 
ton growers are pleading with the 
government to provide them with 
$25 million in emergency aid. the 
latest forecasts of the International 
Cotton Advisory Council show that, 
in contrast to earlier predictions, 
world consumption of cotton is ex- 
pected to grow next season. 

The increase in demand is expect- 
ed to come from China -- which itself 
is a large world supplier - Brazil, 
India. Turkey, and ihe Soviet 
Union. 

The Israeli Cotton Marketing 
Board asked the Treasury to lend it 
money last month, on the grounds 
that profitability in the sector bad 
been severely eroded. The farmers 
have tbreatened to cut back their 
acteage by two-thirds next vear if 
this aid is not forthcoming. 

What has emerged from prelimi- 
nary studies conducted by the Trea- 
sury, however, is that there is no 
reason to give into the farmers" de- 
mands, since their sales have been 
increasing. and in addition, suffi- 
cient rainfall this winter has enabled 
them to cut their bought water, their 
main cost input. 

According to reliable sources, the 
Agriculture Ministry has not, in its 
usual fashion, been backing the de- 
taands of the cotton growers, be- 
cause jt already knows that they 
have no case. 


Texaco strikes oil 
deal with Saudis 


NEW YORK (REUTER) -- Saudi 
Arabia has agreed to pay $800 mil- 
lion for a 50 per cent interest in 
Texaco's refining assets and market- 
ing system in the eastern and south- 
ern United States, Texaco said 
yesterday. : 

The deal. also announced by Sau- 
αἱ Oil Minister Hisham Nazer, gives 
the Saudis a long-sought role in a 
joint venture with Texaco to refine 
ane oil and market products in the 
US. 

The Texaco assets involved are in 
23 eastern U.S. states and on the 
Gulf of Mexico, as well as in the 
District of Columbia. 

The deal is part of Texaco's re- 
structuring programme to dispose of 
$5b of assets, Part of the proceeds of 
Texaco's asset sales will be used to 
buy back stock and retire debt, as its 
embattled management seeks to 
fight off investor Carl Icahn’s effort 
to take over the company. Icahn has 
offered $60 a share for Texaco, valu- 
ing the company at $14.5 billion.

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz is expected to retum to the 
Middle East later this year on anoth- 
er mission to break the Arab-Israeli 
deadlock, Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
ter Esmat Abdel Maguid said in Cai- 
το. Maguid, who met Shultz on 
Tuesday in Washington, was quoted 
by the Egyptian national Middle 
East news agency on Wednesday as 
saying that he “expects Shultz to fly 
to the Middle East for a fifth and 
decisive peace mission”. 

He told reporters: “The Ameri- 
can administration is anxious and 
determined to continue its peace ini-' 
tiative and hopes to reach an accept-+ 
able formula for all parties in the 
region." 

During his last mission on June 3, 
Shultz failed to line up support for 
his peace plan from either Israel or 
its Arab neighbours. 

The plan, introduced last Febru-.

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Face lift for Labour 


NEVER, said Labour chairman Shimon Peres, had the party 
been as united as it was Wednesday night, when its Knesset 
slate finally emerged from the Central Committee's crucible. 
The division of its membership into hawks and doves was 
wholly preposterous, Mr. Peres insisted. No Labour hawk, he 
explained, was opposed to territorial compromise for the sake 
of peace, and no dove would compromise on the unity of 
Jerusalem nor allow a foreign army to cross the Jordan. 

A murmur of relief could be detected in Mr. Peres's vaice as 
he spoke, and there was good reason for it. The party had just 
come out not only rejuvenated but intact from its first ordeal 
by internal democracy. That had not been preordained. When 
the Jecision was taken, two years ago, to select the Knesset list 
by a process of internal elections, it was met with both huzzas 
and frowns. Fears were expressed that the result. as in Herut, 
would be wild factional anarchy papered over by rank dema- 
gOguery, and that sections of the party's constituency would be 
under-represented, or even wholly unrepresented. 

Those fears were this week shown to have been groundless, 
and the hopes pinned on the innovation of party democracy 
tumed out to have been, if anything. overly modest. 

_ For the first time ever it was not a handful of party oligarchs 

who chose Labour's electoral list in the solitude of their 
smoke-filled rooms. That decision was now made by the nearly 
1,300-strong Central Committee. And yet the sky did not fall. 
The necessary careful balancing of interests was now assured 
by the self-correcting device of a two-stage selection, and 
eventual voting by deciles. By Thursday morning, the party 
might have been excused for taking some time to recognize its 


The facelift undertaken by the Central Committee surgeons 
made Labour look younger, fresher, brighter and more ail- 
round Israeli than it had ever been before. At least some 
proven chaff was cast out, and some other was refused admis- 
sion. The historic Ashkenazi-Sephardi imbalance, a principal 
cause of the Likud's victory in 1977, was partly atoned for. 
Development towns were given their due representation 
alongside cities, moshavim and kibbutzim. 

To be sure, there remains room for improvement. The new 
method is not necessarily the last word in democratic party 
process. The exclusion of the top six or seven places on the list 
from electoral test, no matter how useful it might be for 
maintaining party unity, deserves review. At the same time, a 
system which unceremoniously dismisses someone like Abba 
Eban raises questions about its wisdom. 

For all that, there is no doubt that the choice of its new 
parliamentary team has improved Labour's prospects in the 
coming electoral contest with Herut/Likud. How far the im- 
provemeni has gone, is another matter. Bright young Sephardi 
faces alone will not win the November election for Labour. A

AN AMERICAN organi- 

zation recently presented

“His aides told me 
he took it home and tried it out,” 
said Rich Walsh, head of the Re- 
source Centre for the Handicapped 
in Seattle. 

Walsh said that the chair was cus- 
tom-designed for the 43-year-old 
Deng, who has been unable to walk 
since radical Red Guards forced him 
from a fourth-floor window during 
the 1966-76 Cultural Revolution. 
His father, Deng Xiaoping, was 
purged twice during the decade but 
rose to power in 1978. 

Associated Press reports that 
Walsh said he met the younger 
Deng when he visited Canada and 
the U.S. in October. Deng toured 
rehabilitation centres and raised 
funds for the China Welfare Fund 
for the Handicapped, which he 
heads. Walsh said he decided to give 
Deng a wheelchair after noticing 
that Deng’s was “an antiquated old 
beater.”

What are the 


lessons of 
the intifada?

attacks on Jewish settlements in 
1936, the immediate Jewish reaction 
was surprise and fear. But after a 
month or so, the main Jewish de- 
fence organization, the Haganah, 
recovered from the initial shock and 
started initiating new tactics of de- 
fence and attack that often surprised 
the Palestinians. 

The three years of Arab Revolt 
were a trial by battle for the Ha- 
ganah. The Haganah's experience 
laid the basis for the IDF, which 
nine years later won the war against 
the Palestinians and seven other 
Arab armies. 

The Palestinian Arab’s main de- 
mand from the British government 
was to stop Jewish immigration. But 
the British were almost forced ta 
approve additional quotas of immi- 
gration certificates -- there was a 
need for more working hands in the 
country to replace those Arabs who 
went on strike. Only toward the end 
of the revolt did the British govern- 
ment decide to stop all Jewish immi- 
gration to Palestine. But this had 
very little to do with the revolt. 
Rather, World War II had already 
started, and the British wanted the 
support of the Arab world in its war 
against the Germans and its allies. 

The Arab Revolt (or in Hebrew, 
hameoraot — the Events) encour~ 
aged the creation of an independent 
economic Jewish infrastructure. 
When the Jaffa port was closed, the 
new Tel Aviv port was opened. In 
short, the revolt forced the Jewish 
community to overcome the difficul- 
ties by developing its own indepen- 
dent military and economic 
infrastructure. 


THIS LESSON of the revolt of the 
1930s — the more the Arabs tried to 
stop our development, the more we 
suceeeded in developing -- is still 
imprinted deeply in the minds of 
many Israelis. But it is 52 years later 
and we have had an independent 
state for more than 40 years. We 
have a strong army and a fairly de- 
veloped economic infrastructure. 
The occupation of the territories 
has continued now for more than 21 
years.-The outcome of the intifada 


TENS OF thousands of leaflets have 
been distributed during the past two 
weeks by the IDF in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip aimed at the 
intifada leadership. One of the leaf- 
lets read: “1936 equals 1988," refer- 
ring to the 1936-1939 riots or what 
the Palestinians then called “The 
Arab Revolt.” 

Is it proper to compare the 1936- 
39 riots with the 1987-88 intifada? 
The riots of the 1930s were directed 
both against the British government 
and the Jewish community and its 
leadership. The intifada is an upris- 
ing of the Palestinian inhabitants of 
the territories against Israelis, 
against the Israeli occupation and 
against Israelis inside the pre-1967 
borders. Now the Israelis have re- 
placed the British government. they 
are the only target of the intifada. 

Many events that took place then 
are reminiscent of what's happening 
today: setting fire to fields and for- 
ests. stoning and throwing petrol 
bombs at cars, setting up road- 
blocks, cutting down fruit trees, 
damaging chicken coops. etc. 

But then it was different in many 
other aspects: during the riots of the 
1930s, there were organized Pales- 
tinian Arab gangs. especially in the 
Nablus, Jenin and Hebron areas, 
which regularly attacked both Brit- 
ish troops and Jewish settlements. 
Not only the gangs, but also many 
Arab civilians in towns and villages 
had arms and used them frequently 
against Jewish settlements and civil- 
ians. During the past six mouths of 
the intifada, there have been only a 
very few cases in which arms have 
been used by Palestinians against 
Israelis. 


basic rights. the uprising will contun- 
ue, Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
also thinks that the Arabs «ποιά 
learn from their failures in the past 
(1936-39, 1915) not to repeat the 
same mistakes. They must stop their 
uprising. Only after they stop the 
intifada will Rabin be ready to “tath 
business” with them. 

Is there no fesson for.us from the 
past six months of iatifuda? Do we 
have to return to normality as τῇ 
nothing has happened - as if 200 
Palestinians were not killed aod 
thousunds wounded. as if more than 
10,000 were not arrested. some of 
whom are in administrative deten- 
tion? There are some lessons to be 
learned and the first is that we can- 
not continue to rule over more than 
1.5 million people for so many years 
without offering at least some politi: 
cal solution. some sort of political 
outlet. 

But it is much easicr to puse as ἃ 
preacher and warn the Palestinians 
to learn from their past mistakes 
than to admit one’s own mistakes, 
especially when elections are to be 
held in a few months. So the IDF 
will continue the distribution of the 
leaflets saying “1936 equals 1988." 
and at the same time our leaders and 
many of their followers will continue 
ignoring the writing on the wall. 


mean that we - like the Jews of 1936 
- may have to learn to live without 
the convenient services of our next- 
door neighbours. 

It may force the construction and 
food industries and agriculture to 
use fewer workers but more modern 
technology. In addition, in case of 
an economic crisis in the territories. 
some of our industries may have to 
look for new markets to replace the 
“easy” markets of the West Bank 
and Gaza. In order to compete in 
the European or American markets. 
Israeli industry will have to improve 
its uct. Better products and ἃ 
higher demand for Israeli goods in 
international markets could thus re- 
sult from the imifada. 


WHAT IS clear is that after more 
than six months, the intifada is not 
dying out. Rather, it is taking differ- 
ent shapes and forms. Every now 
and then, Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir or Chief of Staff Dan Shom- 
ron may calm us down by saying that 
the intifada is just about to disap- 
pear and a day or two later. as if to 
answer them. Palestinian youths in- 
crease their activities: more people 
are killed, more petrol bombs are 
thrown, more forests and fields are 
set on fire. 

The intifada will seemingly con- 
tinue into the foreseeable future. As 
long as the Palestinian inhabitants of 
the territories feel deprived of their 


infrastucture, but it could not mean, 
at the same time, the immediate 
strengthening of the Israeli econom- 
ic infrastucture, as happened some 
50 years ago. 

So what then was the meaning of 
the leaflets saying, “1936 equals 
1988?" That the Palestinians may 
lose the battle, just like they lost it in 
the 1930s and the 1940s. What can 
they lose now? Their lands? More 
than 50 per cent of the land in the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip is in 
one way or another under Israeli 
control. Can the Palestinians in the 
territories lose their political free- 
dom or their right of expression? Or 
was there a hidden message in the 
flyer that if the intifada continues, 
there is a danger that some -- or 
many -- Palestinians may be ex- 
pelled? 

All that has to do with propagan- 
da or psychological warfare. But 
what is the lesson or lessons that 
Israelis may learn from the past six 
months of insifada? Can we really 
benefit from it just like the Jewish 
community in Palestine did during 
the Arab Revolt? 

For the past 2] years, we have 
been heavily dependent on cheap 
Arab labour.
